FOE IRELAND 

FOR THE YEAR 18S0. 


TO HIS EXCELLENCY EARL COWPER, K.G., 

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 


May it Pi, ease Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Intermediate Education (Ireland), 
submit to your Excellency this our second Report. 

The number of students who gave notice of their intention to 
present themselves for examination in 1880 was — boys, 4,493 ; 
girls, 1,633 ; total, 6,126. In 1879 the numbers were — boys, 
3,473 ; girls, 798 ; total, 4,271. 

The number of students who presented themselves for examin- 
ation in 1880 was — boys, 4,114 : girls, 1,447 ; total, 5,561, being 
907 per cent, of those who gave notice of their intention to 
present. In 1879 the numbers were — boys, 3,218 ; girls, 736 ; 
total, 3,954, being 92’5 per cent, of those who gave notice of 
their intention to present themselves. 

The examinations were held at 128 centres, in 52 different 
localities. Ninety-three gentlemen and thirty-eight ladies were 
employed as centre superintendents, being an average of one 
superintendent to every 44 boys and 38 girls respectively. 

The examination commenced on June 30th, and concluded on 
July 10th. 

The number of students who obtained a pass under the Act 
was — boys, 2,899 ; girls, 1,111 ; total, 4,010, being 72 per cent, of 
those examined. 

The number of students who gained exhibitions and money 
prizes was — boys, 144 ; girls, 57 ; total, 201. 
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The number of students who gained prizes in books was — 
boys, 558 ; girls, 168 ; total, 726. 

In 1879 the number who passed the examination was — boys, 
1.850; girls. 482; total, 2,332, being 59 percent, of those examined. 
The number of students who gained exhibitions and money prizes 

was boys, 109; girls, 22; total, 131. The number of students 

who gained prizes in books was — boys, 827 ; girls, 66 ; total, 393. 

No trustworthy inference, however, as to the character of the 
answering in 1880 as compared with 1879 can be drawn from 
the above per-contages, as the conditions for passing were not 
identical in the two years. 

Sen Table The Accounts of 1879, as certified by the Comptroller and 
VIIL Auditor-General, showed a balance of £9,987 8s. 8 d., which, with 
a sum of £622 Is. 0 d. on account of repaid Income Tax, gives 
a sum of £10,609 9s. Sc?, to be accounted for in respect of the 
Income of 1879. It is shown in the Account now presented that 
during 18S0 a sum of £4,056 16s. 6c2. went to meet expenses 
incurred in 1879, and a sum of £5,941 ISs. Id. was invested in 
New Three per Cent. Stock; consequently on 31st December, 
1880, there remained of the Income of 1879 a balance of £610 
14s. 7 d. 

The Income of 1880 amounted to £33,596 Is. 3d, and the 
Expenditure for the same period amounted to £32,462 2s. lOd, 
leaving in hands £1,133 18s. 5d, which, together with a sum of 
£579 1 4s. 2d., Income Tax, included in the above Expenditure and 
to be refunded by the Commissioners of Inland .Revenue, shows 
a balance of the Income of 1880 amounting to £1,713 12s. 7 d. 

The total balance in hand on December 31st, 1880 — the sum of 
the two balances above mentioned — amounted to £2,324 7s. 2d 

The following is a comparison between the chief heads of

* The expenditure in the account to 31st December, 1880, under the head “ Adminis- 
tration,” is less than that to 31st December, 1879, because in the latter were included the 
permanent salaries and rent incurred between the 18th of October, 1878, and the 31st 
of December, 1879 (t.e., 14J months), and also the cost of office furniture, together 
nrith certain incidental expenses connected -with the examinations which in the account 
for the year 18S0 have been included under the heading “Examinations.” 

t The increase in the expenditure under the head “ Examination" in the year 1880 as 
compared with the year 1879, is partly due to the cause stated in note (*), but chiefly 
to the large increase in the number of students who presented themselves for examiua- 
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The amount of the Expenditure for 1879 has been obtained 
by adding the amounts appearing under the general heads in the 
audited account for 1879 to the payments made in 1880 in respect 
of the expenses of 1879. 

While the large and progressive increase in the number of can- 
didates presenting themselves at the Intermediate Examinations, 
which is especially noticeable in the ease of girls, affords a 
gratifying proof of the popularity and success of this scheme of 
education, nevertheless the increased expenditure consequent on 
the increased number of examinees, occasions the Board consider- 
able apprehension of financial difficulties. 

In their first Report, page 7, the Board expressed their antici- 
pation that the claims on the fund at their disposal would in 
future years largely exceed those of the first year (1879), and they 
stated that it was highly probable that ultimately the fund might 
prove inadequate to carry out the iuteutions of the legislature. 
It would appear that these anticipations are likely to be realized 
much, sooner than the Board supposed. 

In 1880, the number of candidates examined being 4,114 boys 
and 1,447 girls — total 5,561, the expenditure of the Board was 
about £31,000. 

At the present date it has been ascertained that 7,645 students 
have given notice of their intention to present themselves in the 
present year-. 

Deducting 7 per cent, for probable absentees this would give 
about 7,000 bond fide candidates, the cost of examining and 
rewarding whom at the present rates would be about £ 36,000 . 
It will, therefore, become necessary for the Board, unless further 
sums are placed at their disposal, to diminish the number and 
amount of their rewards and lower the scale of Results Fees. 

The first duty of the Board, as deSned by the Act of Parlia- 
ment, is to hold examinations, and they submit that the expenses 
connected with the holding of these examinations cannot he 
materially diminished without seriously maxring their efficiency. 

The rates paid to the Examiners, which, considering the great 
labour involved, the Board believe cannot be regarded as excessive, 
are as follows : — 

Each Examiner in Greek, Latin, English, and Mathematics 
receives £50 as a minimum, and £10 additional for every hundred 
or fraction of a hundred candidates examined above the first five 
hundred, the maximum not to exceed £100. 

Each Examiner in Modern Languages, Experimental Physics, 
Natural Science, Drawing, and Music receives £30 as a minimum, 
and £5 additional for every hundred or fraction of a hundred can- 
didates examined above the first five hundred, the maximum not 
to exceed £60. 

Each Examiner in Arithmetic and Book-keeping receives £20, as 
a minimum, with £5 additional for every hundred or fraction of a 
hundred candidates examined above the first five hundred, the 
maximum not to exceed £100. 
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The remuneration of each Centre Superintendent is £20, and 
actual locomotive expenses. Considering the confidential nature 
of the duties discharged by the Superintendents, the class from 
which they must in consequence he drawn, and the fact that the 
examinations extend over ten days, this remuneration cannot he • 
deemed too large. 

The expenses connected with hire of halls of examination, 
printing of examination papers, and stationery, are as low as the 
exigencies of the Board permit, and the clerical staff, with two 
exceptions, consists of Civil Service copyists, men and hoys. 

The Board submit that the above-mentioned expenses are 
necessarily incurred by them in their position as an examining 
body, that their amount will he proportioned to the number of 
candidates presenting themselves in any year, and that no 
material reduction can be expected or is desirable in their case. 

Owing to certain modifications in the Rules as arranged for 
the present year, it is not improbable that there may be some 
reduction in the number of Exhibitions and Passes, and con- 
sequently of Results Pees ; while the experience gained by the 
holding of two examinations will doubtless enable the Board to 
diminish considerably their incidental expenses. It is, therefore, 
just possible that in the present year the income of the Board 
may suffice to meet the claims that will be made upon it. But 
should any further increase in the number of students presenting 
themselves take place, it is clear that the limits of the Board’s 
income will be exceeded, unless as before suggested, the fund at 
their disposal be increased or the amount spent in Exhibitions, 
Prizes and Results Fees be diminished. 

The sum of £1,000,000, as provided by the Act, was originally 
intended for boys alone, and would probably suffice had not the 
benefits of the Act been extended to girls. 

In a scheme of education so vast as the Intermediate, the 
operations of the Board must necessarily he more or less tentative 
for the first few years, both as regards the matter and method of 
their examinations. They believe, however, that as regards their 
arrangements, they will be able, guided by experience, to bring 
them in the present year to a high state of efficiency.

Appendix I. 

RULES. 

The Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, in pursuance and 
by virtue of the “ Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1878/’ 
do hereby, with the approval of His Grace John Winston, 
Duke of Marlborough, Lord Lieutenant General and 
General Governor of Ireland, make the following rules for the 
purposes of said Act 

Exammationa . 

Examinations extending over a course of three years shall be held in 
accordance with the rules following : — 

1 . The examinations in each of the three grades shall he held between 
the first day of June and the first day of Angnst, at convenient centres 
to be selected by the Board, with the approval of the Lord Lieutenant. 
The examinations shall be held, if convenient, in the Town Hall or 
other public building suitable for the purpose. The following shall be 
the subjects of examination, viz. : 

(1.) The ancient language, literature, and history of Greece; 

(2.) The ancient language, literature, and history of Rome ; 

(3.) The language, literature, and history of Great Britain, and 
Ireland ; 

(4.) The language and literature of France, or Germany, or Italy, or 
the Celtic language and literature ; 

(5.) Mathematics (including arithmetic and book-keeping) ; 

(6.) Natural sciences ; 

(7.) Music, or drawing, or such other subject of secular education as 
the Board may from time to time prescribe. 

2. There shall be annually published by the Board a programme of 
the examinations setting forth the separate subjects in detail, and 
including a list of the authors in which the literary part of the exami- 
nations shall consist, together with the scale of results fees, and such 
other information as they may deem desirable, and a copy shall be 
furnished by the Board to any person on application, 

3. The Board shall in each year give notice by public advertisement 
of the dates on which the examinations will be held. 

4. The Board shall, before the first day of January in each year, 
prepare and publish a list of examiners in the various subjects for the 
year, to which list additions may, if necessary, be made during the year 
from time to time ; and a sufficient number shall be selected from such 
list, with the approval of the Lord Lieutenant, to conduct the exami- 
nations. 
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5. Any student shall be eligible for examination who, on the first 
day of June in the year in which he shall present himself, shall in the 
junior grade either attain or be under the age of 1 6 years ; in the 
middle grade either attain or be under the age of 17 years \ and in the 
senior grade either attain or be under the age of 18 years. 

6. Students intending to present themselves for examination shall on 
or before the 31st March, send to the Board notice of their intention, 
accompanied by a duly certified extract from a registry, or in case, from 
unavoidable causes, this cannot be obtained, by a statutable declaration 
of the parent or guardian, stating the date of their birth, and setting 
forth the reasons why such extract is not furnished. They shall also 
specify the subjects of the programme in which they propose to be 
examined. A student shall not be examined in any subject not 
specified in Ms notice without the permission of the Board obtained 
previous to the examination. Students shall, on sending to the Board 
notice of their intention to present themselves for examination, remit a 
fee of 2s. 6 d. each. They shall also send to the Board a declaration 
signed by a parent, guardian, or teacher, stating under what teachers, 
and in what part of Ireland they have pursued their studies during the 
year preceding the examination. A number shall he assigned to each 
student so giving notice of his intention to be examined, by which alone 
he shall be known in the subsequent examination. Before admitting 
any student to examination, the Board shall satisfy itself that during 
the year preceding the date of examination he has pursued a course of 
study in Ireland. 

7. In the year 1880, students over the ages prescribed by rule 5, but 
who shall on the 1st day of Jmoe, 1880, either attain or be under the 
ages of 17, IS, and 19, for the three grades respectively, shall be 
admitted to examination, and students who passed in the junior or 
middle grades in 1879, under No. 1 of supplementary rules, shall be 
allowed to present themselves for examination in 1880 and 1881 in the 
middle and senior grades respectively ; but no account shall be taken of 
such students in the awarding of exhibitions, prizes, and results fees ; 
but tlie names of those who pass will be published in a separate list. 
Such students shall pay a fee of five shillings each. 

8. No student shall obtain a pass, or be awarded any exhibition, 
prize, or certificate at any examination unless he pass in either Greek, 
Latin, English, or two mathematical subjects ; but in the case of girls 
it will be sufficient to pass in arithmetic. 

9. The examination papers will be divided into Pass, and Honors, or 
Optionals. The pass part will contain questions only on the pass 
subjects. The honors part will contain questions on the honors or 
optional subjects, and may also contain more difficult questions on the 
pass subjects. The maximum number of marks assigned to each subject 
will be divided between the pass questions and the honors questions in 
the proportion shown in the programme. 

10. To pass in any subjectit will be necessary and sufficient to obtain 
35 per cent, of the maximum number of marks assigned to the pass 
questions in that subject, by answers to those questions ; and to pass 
with merit, 35 per cent, of the total maximum assigned to the subject ; 
but no student who has not passed can obtain any marks in the honors 
questions. 

11. All the examinations under this Act shall be conducted in 
writing. 

12. No restrictions will be placed on students presenting themselves 
a second time for examination in the same grade if not disqualified by 
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age ; but results fees will uot be paid in respect of tlie same subjects a 
second time. If a student who has obtained an exhibition in 1879 or 
1S80, present himself a second time in the same grade, he will be 
required, in order to retain his exhibition, to pass in at least five sub- 
jects, of which three shall be from among Greek, Latin, English, a 
foreign language, or a mathematical subject, and to pass with merit in 
two of them. 

Prizes and Exhibitions. 

13. Exhibitions not exceeding £20 a year, tenable for three years, 
shall be awarded to the students obtaining the highest places at the 
examination in the junior grade, who shall have passed in three subjects 
at the least. 

14. Exhibitions not exceeding £30 a year, tenable for two years, 
shall be awarded to the students obtaining the highest places at the 
examination in the middle grade, who shall have passed in three sub- 
jects at the least. 

15. No student shall be awarded an exhibition a second time in the 
same grade. 

16. No student shall hold two such exhibitions at the same time. 

17. Prizes not exceeding £50 shall be awarded to the students 
obtaining the highest places at the examination in the senior grade, 
who shall have passed in three subjects at the least. After 1S80 no 
student shall be awarded such prize a second time in the senior grade. 
No student obtaining such prize shall retain any exhibition previously 
obtained. 

18. No exhibition under the Act shall be tenable by, nor shall any 
prize except medals or minor prizes be awarded to, any student holding 
a scholarship, exhibition, or free scholarship from any other endowment. 

19. No exhibition shall continue to be held by any student in any 
year subsequent to the year in which he has obtained it, unless in each 
such subsequent year he present himself for examination and pass in 
three or more subjects to which at least 3,000 marks in the aggregate 
are assigned, and pass with merit in a subject, or subjects, representing 
in the aggregate 1,000 of these marks. 

20. The number of exhibitions to be awarded in each grade shall he 
determined by assigning one exhibition for every ten students in the 
aggregate who shall have passed in any three of the following, viz. : — 

(a.) Greek, (h.) Two mathematical subjects 

(b.) Latin, (counted as one),* 

(c.) English, (£.) Two natural science subjects 

(d.) French, (counted as one), 

(e.) German, (y) Drawing, 

(f.) Italian, (k.) Music; 

(g.) Celtic, 

hut at least one of which must be Greek, Latin, English, or two mathe- 
matical subjects. t If, on dividing the aggregate above referred to by 
ten, there shall remain a number not less than five, an additional 
exhibition shall be awarded. 

21. The Board may, in their discretion, award medals to a limited! 
number of distinguished students in each grade. 

22. The Board may award prizes in books to distinguished students 
who may have failed to obtain exhibitions.

23. The exhibitions, prizes, medals, and prizes in boohs, shall be 
awarded to the students in each year, without reference to the order of 
merit in the examination list for any particular place of examination. 

24. The exhibitions, prizes, and prizes in books, will be given 
according to the aggregate total of marks obtained by the students, esti- 
mated in the following manner : — Tirst, the marks obtained in each 
subject in which the student has passed will be diminished by 20 per cent. 
of the maximum assigned to that subject ; the remainder will then, be 
added together and will constitute the aggregate total. 


Remits Fees. 

25. Results fees, according to the following scale, shall be paid to the 
managers of schools for students who, having attended their schools from 
the 1st of November of the year previous to that of the examination, 
and having made at least one hnndl-ed attendances from that date to the 
last day of the month preceding the examination, may obtain passes in 
at least two subjects, of which one must be * Greek, Latin, English, or 
two mathematical subjects (counted as one).

Eor the purposes of this rule, a school shall mean any educational 
institution (not being a National school) which affords classical or

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27. Managers or masters of schools claiming Results Fees shall send to 
the Board, when making their claim, a declaration to the following effect : 

“ I declare that no pupil who has attended this school from the 
“ 1st of November last has been permitted to remain in attendance 
“ during the time of any religious instruction which the parents or 
“guardians of such pupil have not sanctioned, and that the time 
“ for giving such religious instruction has been so fixed that no 
“ pupil who did not remain in attendance was excluded directly or 
“ indirectly from the advantages of the Secular Education given in 
“ the school.” 

28. Managers or masters of schools claiming Results Fees shall certify 
to the Board that the students on account of whom they make their 
claim have attended their schools from the 1st of November last, mid shall 
also certify the number of attendances made by such Students from that 
date to the last day of tlio month preceding the examination. Not 
more than one attendance can he reckoned for each day. 

Girls. 

29. The Act, and these rides, shall apply (and relate) to the education 
of girls ; the examination of girls shall be held apart from that of boys, 
but on the same days. There shall not he any competition between girls 
and hoys for exhibitions, prizes, medals, or prizes in books. The number 
of exhibitions to be awarded in each year to gii'ls shall be determined in 
the same way as for boys. 


General. 

30. Non-compliance with any of these rules shall not render void any 
act of the Board, and the Board may by order enlarge the time appointed 
by these rules for doing any act, and may make such order although the 
time appointed shall have expired. 

31. All previous rules, whether contained in the schedule to the Act 
or issued by the Board, under its authority, are hereby repealed.

5. In all papers on ancient history easy questions may be set on geo- 
graphy as illustrating the history. 

6 . In all subj ects marks may be deducted for gross blunders in English 
grammar or orthography. 

7. lu all grades, students whose marks on the pass part entitle them 
to pass, will obtain maidcs for any questions correctly answered in the 
honors part of the paper.
